WORD SINC II is a full feature word 
processor that will transform your 
computer (ZX&1, or Timex 1000-1500) arid 
printer (ZX Printer, or Timex 2640) into a 
real word processing system. WSIIT prints 
42 Characters per line in UPFER CASE & 
lower case, plus 2@ special characters. 


INTROCUCTION 

When first LOADed the WSII Menu will ke 
displayed on the screen. At this time the 
only menu commands that will function are: 
1 START NEW, and 2 SAVE, as the program 
must be initialized with START NEW before 
commands 2 to & will function. 

Initialize the program by pressing 1 and 
then C. The flashing cursor will appear at 
the top of the screen and the number 8600 
at the bottom center. This is the number 
of free bytes (Spaces) left in memory, And 
is constantly updated as text is entered. 
At. the bottom right will be the letter L. 
This indicates the program is in. letter 
mode and will print unshifted letters as 
lower case, numbers as normal, and shifted 
letters as UPFER CASE. Shifted numkers are 
the control keys plus DELETE. FUNCTION 
(SHIFT+ENTER) changes the L to inverse F. 
In the FUNCTION mode the program will 
print punctuation, the 2a special 
Characters (shown as graphics on the 
screeni, plus COPY-unshifted Z, and BREAK 
Will function. 

Whenever the flazhing cursor is on the 
screen WSII is operating in machine code 
and the keyboard is transformed ta 
function like a typewriter. 

When entering text be sure to put a 
Space after each word, 


To expand WSII if you have more than 15K 


RAM! BREAK at the MENU, LIST 20, EDIT and 
change the 8800 in line 20 to the amount 
of user RAM you have minus 8364. ENTER the 
hedified line 20, and then press RETURN 
and ENTER. 

Don't forget to raise RANTORF before 
using the expanded version. 


AUTO REPEAT f 

All keys will automatically repeat if 
held down in L mode. In F mode only one 
entry is made and then the mode Shifts 
back to L. Speed of the auto repeat is 
controlled by the number in address 16547, 
This is set at 120, but can be altered by 
POKEing a different number, up to 255, 
into 18547. A smaller number is faster. IF

auto repeat is set too fast accidental 
multiple entries will be made and it will 
be hard to get into F mode. 


CURSOR CONTROL 

Characters are entered into the space 
occupied by the cursor, If the cursor is 
not at the end of the text the character 
under the cursor and all characters to the 
right Of it are shifted right. bhen 
removing a Character with DELETE (SHIFT 0) 
the character to the left of the cursor is 
the one removed. 

The cursor can be moved anywhere in the 
text using the arrow keys (SHIFT 5,6,7,8). 
The screen will scroll up or down 
automatically when the cursor reaches the 
top or bottom. The cursor cannot be moved 
past the end of the text. Move the cursor 
rae (SHIFT 6) to get to the end of the 


ENTER 

__ Pressing ENTER puts an inverse £ symbol 
into the text. This is the carriage 
return, or new line, marker. It ends the 
line being printed and starts the next 
line with the following character. To 
print a blank line press ENTER twice. 


EDIT (SHIFT 1) ` 
Pressing EDIT at any time when the 


flashing cursor is on the screen will 


return you to the Menu. 


FUNCTION (SHIFT+ENTER) 

FUNCTION Changes the L at the bottom 
right of the screen to an inverse F to 
show that the program is ready to accept 
punctuation or a special character. With 
SHIFT still pressed, press the punctuation 
or special Character key. The symbol will 
be entered into the text and the progran 
Will Shift back ta L mode. If the SHIFT 
key is not kept down no entry will be 
Wade. Shifted SPACE gives the £ symbol, 
unshifted SPACE is BREAK, and unshifted Z 
will COPY the screen in F mode. See page 6

START & EHD Marks (SHIFT 2) 

Before printing, the text must contain a 
marker at the start and end of the part to 
be printed. Normally, they will be the 
first and last Characters in the text, but 
by changing their positions different 
portions of the text can be printed. Both

nich are entered ky pressing AND (SHIFT 
ìe If the start and end marks are rot 
ntered the printing will begin at the end 

F the text. This will produce a lot of 

lank paper until the end of the text 
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Space iS reached, then the program will 
clash. Use the BREAK key to stop the 
anter, 


B (SHIFT 4) 
‘The Tab marker, an inverse +, must 
immediately follow an ENTER mark, inverse 
£j or the start mark, inverse O. Therefore 
there can ke only one Tak position per 
Printed line. The Tab marker is entered by 
pressing TO (SHIFT 4). The Tak position is 
Sét by entering the Tab marker, and then 
the number of Spaces to be Tabbed, up to 
3g. The number MUST BE FOLLOWED BY A 
PACES The text follows this space. Tab 
Will stay on and text will be printed and 
Justified within the remaining columns 
until Tab is turned off or changed. To 
turn Tab off, enter the Tab marker and a 
SPACE after an ENTER. This will also, turn 
Tab on at its previous setting if it is 
off. To Change the Tab setting enter the 
marker, the number, and the space, This 
leaves the Tab on, whether it was on or
